SERPENTS OF OCEAN 


MORE BEAUTIFUL AND MORE DEADLY 
THAN LAND SNAKES, 


Countless Millions of Them Eneountered 
by Mariners—Miles of Snakes—There 
Are Scores of Varieties—Power of the 
Tail—Givesa Fatal Bite—Haunts of the 
Reptiles--Hunt Like Hounds. 


When a British-skipper reported at 
Ceylon recently that his vessel had 
steamed for two hours through 
inasses of snakes forty-three miles 
southwest of the city, most persons 
who read the story thought the mar- 
iner had drawn a very long bow. But 
the captain had only toki the truth. 
A year or so ago Dr. Becker of the 
United States Geological survey 
made a scientific and official report 
of the existence of great sea snakes 
in numbers so vast as to challenge 


credulity. In his report he says that 
between Cebu and Jolo the = ship 
passed through sea snakes for 100 
jmiles. Dr, Becker computes that 


SAILING THROUGH SNAKES. 
there were at least 5,000 of them to 


each square mile, and that if the 
“school’’ of serpénts was as broad 
as it was long there must have 
been 50,000,000 of them. 

There are fifty known varieties of 
these dreaded creatures, all classified 
under the general title of Thanato- 
phidia. None of them is able to 
live anywhere except in ocean water. 


Every variety and subvariety is as 
poisonous as the cobra or the  bush- 


master of Africa. Indced, with the ex- 
ception of these two land serpents, 
there is no snake on dry land that 
kills so swiftly and as terribly as do 
the sea snakes. 

No snake on Jand except the coral, 


{grass and carpet snake, is clad so 
beautifully as are almost all the 
Thanatophidia. Banded, © striped, 


speckled, blotched, green, olive, yel- 
low, blue and black, they seem the 
most beautiful things that the eye 
can hope to see as one’ watches 
them ‘‘swimming and coiling’’ far 
below the surface in the glorious 
transparence of the deep blue Indian 


ocean. No man who hus not seen 
them can form even a conception of 
their grace and agility. When they 


are racing along their sole means of 
Renan ys ve is their broad,  paddle- 
shaped tail. which is peculiar to all 


the sea snakes, and forms the only 


|striking difference between them and 


the ordinary terrestrial serpent. This 
paddle is used like a steamer’s screw, 
Bent side- 


ly, as if the creature had anchored 
suddenly, Indeed, when dozing or 
resting over reefs and in the sea 
caves that are common in the coral 
banks they hold fast to the rocks or 
bottom with the broad tails, and 
will often sway thus for hours in 
calm weather. 

For a time scientists were inclined 
to the belief that the deadliness of 
the bite was due not to a venom like 
but to some 
poison, 
as does the bite of many fishes that 
are not poisonous in themselves. But 
case of a sailor on the British 
war ship Algerine, coming under the 
eareful observation of medical men, 
proved that the snakes are directly 
poisonous, and that they earry fangs 


charged with venom just like the 
; cobra.

Other cases in the same neighbor- 
hood went through the same stages, 
varying only in length; death coming 
from cight to seventy-cne hours from

dicd in ten minutes. Another snake 
killed a bird within seven minutes. 
Then they teased a sea snake till it 
Lit a soft-shell turtle in the mouth, 
Five minutes afterward the turtle be- 
wan to scratch the bitten spot. Six- 
teen minutes aft@ that it was pare 
lyzed completely, and in fourteen 
ininutes it died. A second turtle suc- 
cumbed in forty-six minutes. A tree 
snake died in thirty minutes — after 
being bitten, and a toad fish was 
killed within ten minutes. 

The sea snake lives entirely in the 
open ocean. They do not even ascend 
rivers. Their favorite hunting 
vrounds are the wide and deep arms 
of sea that. separate the islands of 
China, Indian and South Pacific seas, 
They do not often haunt the shores, 
but remain at some distance from 
land. They can hardly move on dry 
land and, after wriggling around a 
bit and biting savagely and blindly 
in all directions, they lie still until 
they perish. 

Their range is great. They are 
found throughout the Indian and Pa- 
cific oceans from Cape of Good 
Hope and Madagascar to the western 
shore of Panama, and from New Zea- 
land to Japan, in the Bay of | Ben- 
gal and the seas around the Nico- 
burs, Molucca, Timor and New Gui- 
nea. 

They: hunt like hounds, often form- 
ing a great circle of miles in circum- 
ferencs around a spot that is tilled 
With prey, and gradually closing in 
as they devour the fish. Often sueh 
hunting lasts for weeks until the last 
fish in that part of the sea has been 
destroyed, 

Of the fifty differcnt species, the hy- 
drophinae are the more common. 
Like all the other species, they have 


heads that are comparatively small, 
with bodies that are heavy in the 


forepart and laterally compressed to- 
ward the end, finishing in the  pad- 
dlelike tail. Over the nostrils are 
scales that open and shut at — will. 
The poison teeth are in the front of 
the upper jaw, and are curved and 


grooved. Behind them are fine, need- 
lelike teeth, and on the lower jaw 
are the seizing fangs, with which the 
prey is held, 

The sea snakes are permeated with 
o strong fishy sinell, which remains 
with them even after they have been 
preserved in spirits

WHEAT—The wheat market in the 
American speculative centres have 
shown increased activity during the 
week, accompanied by a good deal 
}of nervousness which at times result- 
jed in some excitement.
